When my uncle Alston, who was an old 


hacuelor, died, he left his propeity pretty 
equally divided between bis fivt: uephews 
and nieces. 
Hy bequest, however, as be- 


ing the eldest aDd bis godson, was tliu most 
considerable ; itcoasisled of a small free- 
bold'estale in ICenl, aud a diamond rini;. 


Tbis ring, which was of such valuu thai 


it bad been estimated for legacy duly at 
Ire hundred pounds, bad a little hislory at- 
aebed lo It. 
It was presenled lo my uncle 


>S an Indian rajah—whoso physician he 
had been for many years, for having, on 
one occasion^ broughl the rajah's favorite 
oil successfully tbrough a severe aituck of 
he small pox. 


On the return of tho latter to England, 


omo years afterward.*, he discontinued 
wearing the ring, for the siz3 and brillian- 
cy of tbe stone were so remarkable as inva- 
riably to allract attention j which, beius; a 
quiet, reserved man, was dislasieful lo bim. 
Besides which, he very soon disco/ered 
that having on his person, habitually, an 
article of such value, was, in this counlry, 
not altogether unattended wilh danger, an 
atlempl having been made ou one occasion 
io waylay aod rob him during one of iho 
solilary evening walks he was in the habit 
of taking. 


He therefore decided lo run no more 


risks of this character, and for safe keep- 
ng-placed lha ring in tbe tos conlainiug 
lis securities deposiied with his bankers, 
where it remained for several years prior 
0 his decease. 


With the exceplion, in facl, of myself 


and the elder of my Iwo sisters, not one of 
Ihe family now living had ever seen tho 
ring, and even our recollection of it had be- 
come vague and Indistinct during the years 
which had elapsed since the lime when, as 
children, we had gazed with mingled awe 
and admiration upon "uncle's big diamond." 
It was therefore wilh some degree of curi- 
osity lhat I examined my precious bequest.

while so long as the money is locked up in 
tbe ring it is absolutely unproducUve. 
Why, I thought, pursuing the subject, bad 
my uncle sold Ibe sione when he first return- 
ed to England sixlecn years ago, the sum 
he would have realized from it would, at 
compound interest, have more than doubled 
ilselfby ibis lime. 


With this idea, yet uppermost in my 


mind, I casually alluJcd, on one occasion, 
in family conclave, lo my inienlion of part'- 
ing with Ihe ring ; bntonly to find thai, by 
proposing to do so, I bad raised a hornet's 
nest about my ears. Indignant protests met 
me on all sides.
